Expert Assails Tax Exempt Securi­ 
ties Before Ohio Farmers. 
Colum*»u», Feb. 6.—JoL-i C. Watson, 
taxation exipert of the Illinois Agri­ 
cultural association, speaking to Ohio 
farmers at the meeting of the Ohio 
Farm Bureau federation at Ohio State 
university, declared that tax exempt 
securities were a menace to the In­ 
come tax system of the United States.

freezing ice in metal cans or special 
aper bags may he u sed, says the I'ai- 
ted States Department of Agricu ltu re, 
tn regions where cold weather prevails 
for several week s at a time and where 
the su pply of pu re water is limited. 
The cans may be made in any con­ 
venient size by a local ‘ tinsmith and 
shou ld 
be of galvanized 
iron 
rein­ 
forced at top 
and bottom with iron 
strips. 
The 
bottom is 
made slightly 
smaller than the 
t« *p to mak e the re­ 
moval of the ice easier. 
The can, 
are 
placed near the well or other 
sou rce 
of w ater su pply, tilled with water and 
left exposed to the weather. 
A shell 
of Ice soon freezes arou nd the 
inner 
su rface, and when t^iis shell is from 
1% to 
2 Inches thick , hot w ater is 
pou red over the ou tside of 
the 
can 
and 
the shell 
removed. 
If 
left 
to 
freeze solid the cak e wou ld tend to 
bu rst or bu lge. 
After the shell Is re­ 
moved from the can a hole is brok en 
throu gh at the top of the shell and 
most of the w ater inside then pou re ! 
ou t. 
As the freezing progresses, wa­ 
ter is pou red into the shell a little at 
u time u ntil a solid block of Ice is pro­ 
du ced. 
By this method only a 
few 
cans are requ ired, u su ally enou gh to 
complete the freezing of one or 
two 
layers for the ice hou se at a time. 
Abou t the some method Is employed 
when special paper bags are u sed, al­ 
thou gh they do not last so long u s Pm 
cans. 
Another method that can 
be 
u sed in very cold sections of the I ni- 
ted States is to ru n w ater into the n** 
hou se and let a layer freeze. 
This is 
done by first constru cting a dam 
of 
snow arou nd the door of the hou se iO 
or 12 inches from the wall in order 
to 
allow sawdu st insu lation next to the 
walls. 
The interior of the hou se is 
then flooded with a few Inches <>f wa­ 
ter, which soon freezes, the procedu re 
being repeated u ntil the hou se Is fillc I 
with ice. 
It is then covered with saw ­ 
du st and closed u p u ntil ice is needed. 
A great disadvantage of this metlm l 
is that in order to remove ice, it mu st 
be cu t or chopped ou t with an ax, 
which resu lts in u neven and Irregu lar 
nieces and considerable w aste of Ice.

Furnishing the average farm with u 
sufficient supply of ice foi use in the 
house and the dairy is a problem of 
. considerable concern in many locali­ 
ties, especially where there are no 
;.ends or streams from which a natural 
supply can be secured. 
A method cl 
freezing ice in metal cans or special 
imper bags may be used, says the Uni­ 
ted States Department pf Agriculture, 
in regions where cold weather prevails 
for several weeks ut a time and where 
the supply of pure water is limited. 
The cans may be made in any con­ 
venient size by a local * tinsmith and 
should 
be of galvanized iron rein­ 
forced at top and bottom with in rn 
sfrips. 
The bottom is made slightly 
smaller than the top to make the re­ 
moval of the ice easier. 
The can:' are 
placed near the well or other source 
of water supply, filled with water anil 
left exposed to the weather. 
A shell 
of ice soon freezes around the inner 
surface, and when rtiis shell is from 
1*4 to 2 inches thick, hot w ater is 
poured over the outside of the can 
and the shell removed. 
If left to 
freeze solid the cake would tend to 
burst or bulge. 
After the shell is re­ 
moved from the can a hole is broken 
through at the top of the shell and 
most of tile water inside then poure I 
out. 
As the freezing progresses, wa­ 
ter is poured into the shell a little at 
a time until a solid block of Ice is pro­ 
duced. 
By this method only a few 
cans are required, usually enough to 
complete the freezing of one or two 
layers for the ice house at a time. 
About the sume method is employed 
when special paper bags are used, al­ 
though they do not last so long as th** 
cans. 
Another method that can la* 
used in very cold sections of the Uni­ 
ted States is to run water into the a e 
house and let a layer freeze. 
This is 
done by first constructing a dam of 
snow around the floor of the house id 
or 12 inches from the wall in order fo 
allow sawdust insulation next to ti e 
walls. 
The interior of the house is 
then flooded with a few inches of w a ­ 
ter, which soon freezes, the procedure 
being repeated until the house is filled 
with lee. 
It is then covered with sa w ­ 
dust and closed up until ice is needed. 
A great disadvantage of this met ho I 
is that in order to remove ice, it must 
be cut or chopped out with an ax, 
which results in uneven and Irregular 
pieces and considerable waste of ice.

k a's only real important assets, but 
now we read in reports of Lite several 
agricultural experiment stations that 
real progress is being made in devel- 
j oping the agricultural resources of our 
funnest north possession. It is not the 
hope of the United States Department 
of Agriculture to mak e the soil of 
this region produce in great abund­ 
ance, but there is good reason to be­ 
lieve that much of the .food being 
shipped in can be grown there and 
that better supplies of fresh vegeta­ 
bles, fruit, and milk can be provided. 
The government and settlers are 
growing cattle, sheep and goats. After 
some trials with different breeds hogs 
are being bred and raised su ccessfu l­ 
ly . 
Attempts are being made to cross 
the y ak and common cattle just us lias 
been done in central Asia for many 
y ear*. 
The hardy , rustling, heavy - 
haired Galloway s have been found ad­ 
mirably suited to the southwestern 
part of the territory , and this breed 
with the Holstein-Krlesian is being 
used 
to 
produce reciprocal 
crosses 
which, it is hoped, will result in a 
hardy dairy ty pe. 
Hardy Grains Do Well. 
Especially hardy strains of grains do 
well In the Interior during most sea­ 
sons, according to the report, and when 
the summer is wet or frosts come too 
soon the crops cun be made Into hay 
or silage. 
Tests are being made of 
promising varieties of spring wheat, 
and some work is being done with 
winter wheat, although there Is little 
reason to believe that this ty pe can 
eq ual spring wheat. Harley Is the most 
promising stock grain us it m atures 
much earlier than either spring wheat 
or oats, the latter being used almost 
entirely for hay . 
Hy bridization ex­ 
periments are being made on all these 
grains In an eff« » rt. to develop higher- 
y ielding and hardier varieties. 
It is predicted that legumes are 
destined to play an important role in 
Alask an agriculture as they are useful 
for hay and pasture and for soil im­ 
provement. 
Most of the alfalfas lack 
sufficient hardiness for this climate, 
even some of the Siberian varieties 
and 
Grimm, 
hut 
a 
y ellow-flowered 
k ind, Medicago falcata, sent from the 
department experimental fields in 1909, 
has survived the hard winters. 
Next 
in importance is a perennial vetch. The 
common clovers have been tried and 
found wanting, but red clover is of 
value as an annual crop sown early 
.ii May and cut for hay or plowed 
under late In August. 
Early -maturing 
field peas promise to he an Important 
rup in the Interior. 
Sweet clover has 
failed. 
Silo So lv es Winter Feeding . 
W inter feed is a big problem for 
\iask a farmers, but the silo is help­ 
ing them solve it. 
Gats with peas or 
.etch mak es g o o d silage, as do also 
-orue of the native grasses, especially 
wild ry e and a tall sedge. 
Among the 
ante grasses smooth brome grass is 
t lie best. 
The garden helps greatly in mak ing 
ife enjoy able, for many of the com­ 
mon vegetables are now grown sue- 
•essfully In all parts of the territory 
south of “the circle.” 
“Alask a pro­ 
duces as tine potatoes as ran he found 
in any country ,” say s the report, and 
they are successfully grown 
in 
all 
parts of the territory , even far north 
of the Arctic circle, in favorable sea­ 
sons. 
improved hardy varieties have been 
developed and are being grown. H ardy 
hy brid strawberles of good q uality pro­ 
duced by the experiment stations are 
now widely grown in some sections as 
a commercial crop. 
Currants, goose­ 
berries, 
an« ) 
raspberries 
are 
other 
fruits 
which

Alask a has scarcely any na­ 
tive ornamental shrubs and efforts are 
being made to find suitable ones of 
sufficient hardiness.

Under the 
microscope he showed speck s of plant 
life which glowed lik e stained glass 
of fervid hues-—deep red. orange, y el­ 
low and green. The light which en­ 
tered the seemingly transparent cells 
was totally transformed.

orescencc. 
This i- not a parlor trick , but a 
new method of reading secrets of life 
and growth 
of plants. 
The process 
of transforming light is closely c o n­ 
nected with the production

plant's food. 
When it is k n >\vn ho v 
the plants produce new light, it will 
probably be k nown how they tak e 
carbon, 
their chief foodstuff, from 
the air. According to many scientists, 
the most important of all problems is 
to find out how plants capture carbon 
and to imitate it, so that, man may 
control 
directly 
the 
apparatus 
of 
tak ing the all powerful energy of car­ 
bon from the atmosphere.

Pla in Dump ling s b y 
a n Imp eria l Decree 
Unhappy Austria has too recently 
emerged from the dread shadow of 
famine for any Austrian not utterly 
callous or frivolous to regard whole­ 
some food of any kind with contempt. 
But it was not always so. 
Nearly a 
hundred years ago when tourists from 
America were rare—so we learn from 
fhe “Reminiscences of an Idler”—an 
American visiting Vienna fouitd every­ 
one laughing at the latest whim of the 
Emperor Ferdinand, who was an ami­ 
able and thick-witted monarch, deeply 
interested in petty and personal mat­ 
ters and not in the least interested in 
large and national affairs. 
Hunting not long before In the Sty- 
rlan mountains, Ferdinand and his at­ 
tendants were overtaken by a violent 
thunderstorm and found refuge in the 
nearest farm house, the occupants of 
whtch were about to dine. 
The good- 
natured emperor ordered them to pro­ 
ceed with their meal, and presently, 
sniffing the savory odor of a smoking 
dish of dumplings that the housewife 
had Just set upon the table, he an­ 
nounced that he should like to taste 
one. 
They were made of coarse flour 
J I dropped in a vegetable broth, but they 
j were well-flavored, hot and feathery 
light; and when the proud farmer’s 
j wife served him he not only ate his 
trial dumpling with gusto but passed 
his plate for another and yet another. 
In fact, his equerries and courtiers had 
never seen him display such an appe­ 
tite. That was all very wreil as part of 
a passing adventure, but when, on re­ 
turning to the palace, he ordered the 
cooks to produce the same sort of 
dumplings daily as a regular part of 
the imperial dinner, there was wide­ 
spread 
dismay. 
The 
empress 
was 
mortified; the courtiers were shocked, 
the cooks were indignant; the grand 
chamberlain 
remonstrated, 
and 
the 
court physician was induced to declare 
that dumpJings were ruinous to any 
except peasant digestions and must be 
given up. 
But to the general astonish­ 
ment the emperdr, who usually was 
docile and easy-going, absolutely re­ 
fused to surrender his new fancy. He 
grew 
angry—furious—apoplectic—Im­ 
perial! 
He brought down his fist with 
a bang and cried : 
“Emperor I am, and dumplings 1 
will have!” 
Naturally he had his dumplings. But 
the phrase became a common by-word. 
Any one who insisted upon a silly 
whim of any kind was sure to hear 
some one quote mockingly for his 
benefit, “Emperor I am, and dumplings 
I will have!” 
Ferdinand was not the only emperor 
who was partial to plebeian foods; 
Napoleon I delighted In onion soup, 
and Napoleon II many times drove his 
chef to the verge of resigning his po­ 
sition by demanding that boiled cab­ 
bage be served with partridge. 
The 
French emperors, however, concerned 
themselves with many other matters 
quite outside the range of palace and 
kitchen. 
It might have been as well 
for the world if they had stnck to 
dumplings.—Youth’s Companion. 


Ho w to File S a ws 
Almost any one with a bk of me- 
j ehanical ability can learn to file saws. 
! All the equipment necessary is a set 
of three or four files of various sizes 
j and degrees of fineness and a clamp 
to hold the blade in while the filing 
' operation Is in progress. 
One must 
learn to hold the file evenly and to 
draw it back and forth with even 
pressure the full length of the cut­ 
ting surface. 
It does not injure the 
file or the work to pull it buck in con­ 
tact with the cut surface, even though 
many careful workmen seem to think 
that it does and prefer to lift' It each 
time. The set of the teeth of the saw 
should be carefully noticed before the 
work begins. 
Never use a file on tools more high- 
tempered than the file Itself, for this 
will ruin It. One set of files should be 
kept for the hard metals, such as iron 
and steel, and another for such soft 
metals as the artisan is often called 
to cut, like brass.

The following by John C. Stevenson, 
of Jackson township, one of our best 
known progressive farmers, will be 
found both interesting and profitable; 
“We have found it profitable, with­ 
in the |past six y ears to buy The Here­ 
ford breed of cattle from the Texas 
ranches. 
The calves, weighing about 
400 pounds are shipped here around 
the tenth of November. 
They come 
uniform in size., color and are of good 
q uality . Under the old method of buy 
ing home raised cattle so many times 
we had to take ‘scrubs’ to get the good 
ones we wanted. These would be of 
different breeds, colors and sizes. Af­ 
ter they are finished 
they will 
not 
harmonize like 
the Herefords 
and 
therefore will not sell as well. 
“We turn the calves on good grass 
as soon as we get them home. Grass 
is what they have been eating and it 
makes an ex cellent starter. They are 
wintered over on fodder, ensilage and 
alfalfa hay . They make a fine growth 
and are in good flesh when put on 
spring pasture. 
Before 
turning out, 
and before fly time we de-horn them. 
“With 
good grass and water these 
calves will make an average gain of 
300 or more pounds before tne first 
of November, which 
gives them a 
total weight of 700 pounds. 
“This brings us u,p to turning into 
the feed lot. 
We have a large shed 
38x84. open 
on the southeast 
side, 
with bent 
in one end for hay 
and 
bedding and silo and corn crib on the 
other end. 
An ensilage carrier, for 
ensilage and corn, goes down the cen­ 
ter of the shed over the feed boxts. 
This 
arrangement, saves 
labor and 
time. 
The entire floor space in the 
shed is cemented in with an additional 
4000 sq uare feet in the outside lot. 
“In starting the cattle on feed, they 
are given all the ensilage, corn, fod­ 
der and alfalfa they will eat, with an 
additional pound of cotton seed meal 
per steer. 
Since 
they 
are 
cattle 
y ounger than three or four y ears they 
can not handle so much bulk to obtain 
the req uired 
amount 
to protein, so 
they are fed cotton seed meal. 
“The ensilage is reduced some and 
husked corn is added until the cattle 
are on full feed 
and while 
on full 
feed they are allowed to eat all the 
ensilage they want. 
“The day ’s ration; in the morning, 
corn fodder and broken husked com 
in ear; at noon, alfalfa; in the evening 
into clean boxes, ensilage mixed with 
cotton seed meal and broken ear corn. 
When the boxes 
are cleaned 
there 
there should he a little corn left to 
show they are getting plenty . 
“Owing to conditions of cattle when

If their weight is less they 
pile together to keep warm in cold 
weather; greater weight, lessens the 
danger of being tramped. 
We find it 
advisable to carry a hog and a half to 
I ho steer.

“One can see the profit in carry ing 
along in the lot with cattle, All 
the corn d roppe d by the cattle and lost 
entirely to them is there for the hogs. 
“Before we cemented the lot outside 
the shed, the cattle generally walked 
thru mud a foot deep, in mild and v^et 
weather, which prevented their going 
to the trough many times for water, 
when they should have gone. Former 
lv a large number had sore feet, a dis­ 
ease taken up by the cattle the fol­ 
lowin'» y ear because the germ was left 
in Lie soB. 
Now, the cement is wash­ 
ed clean by the rains, after the manure 
is removed each summer. 
“This manure, the very best of stock 
manure that can be obtained is easily 
taken up and put ineo the spreader for 
use in the fields. Within a y ear, the 
cement floor out of cover has 
sa v ed 
from 
fifteen to 
eighteen loads 
of 
manure which formerly was tra mped 
, into the mud by the sto ck.

is removed each summer.
